WE CAN AFFORD TO FAIL TO SUCCEED 
There are few fears more harmful to sane thought 


than the fear of failure. 
There are men who have been 


driven to suicide rather than have the world think of 
them as a failure. There are those who have taken the 
lives of others rather than have the world know that in 
some particulars they had been untrue or bad failed. 


Daily we learn of men who are violating some law 


for the protection of society whose excuse or reason f or 
so doing is that they dreaded to have the world, or per- 
haps just members of their own family, know that they 
were failing. 


The same is true in public life. He hates to have 


his constituents, or the world, think that he has failed to 
reach the standards of success, with which men usually 
measure success. 


- We have watched members of law-making bodies 


change their attitude upon public questions simply for 
the purpose of being with the majority. We have seen 
executives change their relation to matters of legislation 
rather than appear to fail in bringing their purposes to 


! pass. This did the greatest injury to President Wil- 
son's labors and to his reputation at Versailles. 


Yet, in looking about us, we find that those men and 


women whose lives are the greatest inspiration to us for 
usefulness are those who did not fear to fail, but who 
were willing to fail, and many of whom actually did fail, 
as far as the judgment of their own times was concerned. 
They loom up now as colossal figures of success. But 
their success was achieved by their living spirit when 
their bodies were crumbling to dust. 


When John Brown was hung, not only the south, 


but large sections of the north, believed that he died as 
the fool dieth. This is illustrative of a hundred more 
who could be mentioned. 


At the same time we believe that real progress is the 


result of fair compromise. But there are two kinds of 
compromises. One is dead wrong and the other is thor- 
oughly right. 


It is perfectly right for anyone to accept less than 


they are asking along the lines of progress but it is en- 
tirely wrong if in accepting less than is asked, one 
agrees or places in a measure, anything contrary to true 
fundamental principles in.order to get something else 
that he believes is right. 


In other words, one may agree that he will not de- 


mand everything he believes is just, as the price of get- 
ting something else than the entire amount, but he cannot 
agree that the demand itself is wrong. 


We believe that men can afford to measure their ac- 


tions by this standard. We do not believe that they can 
afford not to. They can afford to fail or to be.consider- 
ed failures in adhering to such a program.

The Cleveland Commercial is a paper which has just

the constitution should be amended whenever the condi- 
tions demand it, and that the provision for the amend- 
ment of the constitution was as sacred a part of the con- 
stitution as any other part. 


f We are glad that the Cleveland Commercial distinct- 


ly lines up with those who believe that the constitution 
was made for the people, and that the people should not 
be warped and twisted to a constitution that is not fitting 
for those conditions. 


But listen to it speak for itself: 


"Nothing under a free government is change- 


less. The very opportunity for changes in the or- 
ganic law given to the American people by the or- 
iginal constitution afforded ample evidence that 
the f ramers of that instrument had no purpose to' 
establish an immutable code of government. 


"What is here said of the constitution, also 


applies to the -vupremc court of the United States 
We should not forget that during Grover Cleve- 
land's time the supreme court declared the income 
tax unconstitutional, while in Woodrow Wilson's 
time it declared it constitutional. The court may 
not only change its point of view with changed 
conditions, but it may revolutionize the spirit if 
jW>t the letter of its own edicts.
